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Two die in City of Grayling house fire

A grandmother and her grandson 
died in a house fire in Grayling. 

The Grayling City Fire and Police 
Departments were dispatched to a 
house fire, located at 708 Vine 
Street, at 7:07 a.m. on Wednesday, 
Dec. 19, said Grayling City 
Manager/Police Chief Doug Baum. 

Upon arrival, police officers 
found the front of the single-story 
residence fully engulfed in fire. 
They were notified that a woman 
and-a child were still in the resi- 
dence. 

After the fire was extinguished, 
found deceased in a bedroom were 
the bodies of Senta Duncan, 38, and 
Wyatt Duncan, 5, who was staying 
with his grandmother at the home. 

One of the family’s pet dogs was 
also found deceased in the resi- 
dence. 

Four other children, ages 8 to 15, 
who were also staying in the resi- 


dence, were able to escape the home 
and were later transported to Mercy 
Hospital Grayling by Mobile 
Medical Response Ambulances for 
smoke inhalation, Baum said. All 
four children were treated and 
released. 

The home is considered to be a 
complete loss from the fire, which 
appeared to have started in the liv- 
ing room area, Baum said. The 
cause of the fire remains under 
investigation by the Grayling City 
Police, Grayling Fire Department

Marshall’s office.

Department and deputies from the 
Crawford County Sheriff’s Office 
assisted at the scene.

County urged to step up role regarding fish hatchery

A fisheries biologist with over 30 
years working on the AuSable River 
has urged Crawford County to take 
an increased oversight role concern- 
ing a proposed commercial fish pro- 
duction operation at the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery. 

Steve Sendek retired from his 
position as a Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) fisheries biologist 
in September. Sendek moved to 
Grayling Township in 1979. One of 
his first positions was working out 
of an office at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery and he spent his career 
managing the AuSable River and its 
associated watershed. 

“Y’ve got a passion for the river to 
put it mildly,” Sendek said. 

Sendek said since the county 
assumed ownership of the Grayling 
Fish Hatchery, it has been a great 
place to take children and work with 
school classes. 

“Tt really is a wonderful place and 
it is a great asset to the CORN ON, 
Sendek said. 


Sendek, however, said he has con- 
cems with the plans to ramp up pro- 
duction at the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery, converting the tourist 
attraction into a full-scale fish pro- 
duction operation. 

“The bigger the operation, the 
greater those concerns are,’ he said. 

A memorandum of understanding 
between the DNR, Crawford 
County and Harrietta Hills Trout 
Farm, LLC has been reached to rec- 
ognize and accept a lease agreement 
between the county and Harrietta 
Hills for the purpose of operating 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery. 

Sendek said Michigan’s 
Aquaculture Development Act and 
Department Environmental Quality 
water quality standards leave a lot of 
latitude of what can happen with a 
fish production facility. 

Protecting the river downstream 
from the Grayling Fish Hechesy is 

nt, 

“The AuSable River is second to 
none in the Midwest for its angling 
opportunities for trout,’ Sendek 
said, “People come here from all

over the world to fish. They spend 
money and they buy property. That 
river generates a lot for the economy 
in the area and we really need that 
here.” 

Sendek said issues, which need 
to be addressed regarding long-term 


plans for the fish hatchery, include — 


fish passage for native trout on the 
AuSable River at the fish hatchery 
grounds, the release of waste from 
the facility and potentially passing 
disease to wild trout. He encouraged 
county officials to take their time 
negotiating a long-term lease for 
operation of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery, including limiting the 
species of fish that would be reared 
at the facility. 

‘There are a lot of fish that we do 
not want in the AuSable system 
because they will conflict with the 
native trout population,” Sendek 
said. 

Sendek said the onus is on a the 
county officials to take a major 
oversight role regarding | 
Grayling Fish Hatchery given cuts

ulations. 

“T hate to say this, but the state is 
not going to oversee this, I think, to 
the level we will all count on,” 
Sendek said. “I don’t want to see 
anything happen to this river that 
would be bad.” 

County Commissioner Scott 
Hanson recommended narrowing 
the species of fish that could be 
raised at the fish hatchery when 
negotiating a lease. 

Rick Anderson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, questioned brown 
and brook trout living in the same 
habitat. 

Sendek said the state has a long 
range of data regarding both species 
of trout. 

“They’ve learned to coexist,” 
Sendek said. “The ~ ine shown 
that.” 

Sendek offered his services to the 


county when developing agree- 


ments for fish hatchery operations. .

‘Finding Bigfoot’ comes to Hartwick Pines

Northern Michigan is not 
without its share of local 
legends. Some Crawford 
County residents will warn 
visitors of the Dogman, a 
half-man, half-dog creature 
that is claimed by some to 
inhabit our local woods. 
Others insist on the exis- 
tence of paranormal activity 
in the county. Indeed, it is 
hardly possible to grow up 
in Crawford County without 
hearing ghost stories about 
the cemetery in the aban- 
doned lumber town of Pere 
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Cheney. But when one 
hears about a bigfoot sight- 
ing, they expect that sort of 
news to come from the 
Pacific Northwest, not from 
Crawford County. 
Nevertheless, on the Dec, 


16 airing of “Animal 
Planet’”’s “Finding 
Bigfoot”, Northern 


Michigan is featured and 
depicted as a bigfoot sight- 
ing hotspot. The cast and 
crew of the nationally tele- 
vised program, which tracks 
the Bigfoot Field Research 
Organization on its cross- 
continent search for the leg- 
endary creature, paid a visit 
to Crawford County this fall 


to film part of an episode’. 
“Bigfoot ‘and © 


called 
Wolverines”. 

The hunt for a sasquatch, 
r “squatch”, as they are 
often calied on the show, 
led them to various local 
areas, including Houghton 
Lake. It also brought them 
to Hartwick ‘Pines State 
Park, where they met with 
historian Rob Burg to find 
out if there have been any 
sasquatch stories passed 
down from the logging 


days. 

As it turns out, the history 
of Crawford County carries 
with it another legend. 
“This area was heavily 
logged in the 19th century,” 
Burg told the squatch- 
hunters, “and while they 
were out here they did have 
Stories. One of them that 
they had was called the 
‘agropelter’.” According to 
Burg, the agropelter is a 
creature that lived in the 
tops of trees, and with its 
long arms would hurl tree 
branches at unsuspecting 
loggers. 

The website 
Americanmonsters.com fur- 


‘ther describes, the agropelter 


as being about 3 ft tall and 
slender, resulting in the sug- 
gestion that they are juve- 
nile sasquatches. Inhabiting 
the North American boreal 
forests, they are thought to 
be nocturnal omnivores. 
But oddly, they display a 
tendency of tormenting 
humans, especially lumber- 
jacks, Legend tells of the 
agropelter throwing tree 
limbs at the heads of lum- 
berjacks, rendering the 
human unconscious. Next 
the victim is stuffed into a 
hollow tree and saved to be 
eaten later. In lumber lore, 
the creatures are implicated 
in the deaths of numerous 
lumberjacks. 

During the episode, host 
Matt Moneymaker, took the 
local agropelter stories as 
clear bigfoot evidence, not- 
ing that only humans and 
squatches are known to 
throw things. This seems 
false (primates come to 
mind), but we will assume 
he was referring only to the 
wild animals native to 
Michigan. 

The crew from “Finding 
Bigfoot” showed excite- 
ment about this area being a 
good sasquatch habitat. 
They then drove to 


Houghton Lake and held a 
town hall meeting there, at 
which multiple residents 
were filmed describing their 
encounters with bigfoot, 
one woman claiming to 
have heard the beast roaring 
just the night before. 

As is consistent with 
most episodes of “Finding 
Bigfoot’, the crew members 
went out at night with their 
squatch-hunting gear (night- 
vision technology and 
infrared cameras) and tried 
to catch sight and sound of 
the beast. They also us’e a 
technique called call blast- 
ing, where they mimic the 
vocalizations of a squatch to 
try to lure one in. Although 
their findings are. typically 
inconclusive, the hosts usu- 
ally tend to be convinced by 
the end of the episodes of 
the possibility of a bigfoot 
living in the areas they visit. 

There are many theories 
that attempt to explain the 
elusiveness of the 
sasquatch. A book by 
David Daegling, “Bigfoot 
Exposed: An Anthropologist 
Examines America’s 
Enduring Legend,” explores 
one interesting fringe theo- 
ry. Supported by paranormal 
investigator Jon-Erik 
Beckjord, it suggests that 
the lack of hard evidence to 
support the existence of big- 
foot is due to the creature 
being an interdimensional 
being. The theory holds 
that bigfoot warps in and 
out of dimensions, and in 
this way remains elusive. 
However, many bigfoot 
believers dismiss this theory 
as an embarrassment. 

No reported living speci- 
men has yet been found and 
studied, and no skeletal 
remains are on record to 
have been discovered. But 
it seems the bigfoot legend 
is alive and well in North 
America, and in Crawford 
County.

Individuals and busi- 
nesses making contribu- 
tions to charity should 
keep in mind some key tax 
provisions that have taken 
effect in recent years, espe- 
cially those affecting dona- 
tions of clothing and 
household items and mon- 
etary donations. 

Rules for clothing and 
household items: To be 
deductible, clothing and 
household items donated 
to charity generally must 
be in good used condition 
or better. A clothing or 
household item for which a 
taxpayer claims a deduc- 
tion of over $500 does not 
have to meet this standard 
if the taxpayer includes a 
qualified appraisal of the 
item with the return. 
Household items include 
furniture, furnishings, 
electronics, appliances and 
linens. 

Guidelines for monetary 
donations: To deduct any 
charitable donation of 
money, regardless of 
amount, a taxpayer must 
have a bank record or a 
written communication 
from the charity showing 
the name of the charity and 
the date and amount of the 
contribution. Bank records 
include canceled checks, 
bank or credit union state- 
ments, and credit card 
statements. Bank or credit 
union statements should 
show the name of the char- 
ity, the date, and the 
amount paid. Credit card 
statements should show 
the name of the charity, the 
date, and the transaction 
posting date. 

Donations of money 
include those made in cash 
or by check, electronic 
funds transfer, credit card 
and payroll deduction. For 


| payroll deductions, the 


taxpayer should retain a 
pay stub, a Form W-2 wage 


statement or other docu- 


ment furnished by the 


:| employer showing the total 


amount withheld for chari- 
ty, along with the pledge 
card showing the name of 
the charity. 

These requirements for 
the deduction of monetary 
donations do not change 
the long-standing require- 
ment that a taxpayer obtain 
an acknowledgment from a 
chanity for each deductible 
donation (either money or 
property) of $250 or more. 
However, one statement 
containing all of the 
required information may 
meet both requirements. 

To help taxpayers plan 
their holiday-season and 
year-end giving, the IRS 
offers the following addi- 
tional reminders: 

Contributions are 
deductible in the year 
made. Thus, donations 
charged to a credit card 
before the end of 2012 
count for 2012. This is true 
even if the credit card bill 
isn’t paid until 2013. Also, 
checks count for 2012 as 
long as they are mailed in 
2012. 

Check that the organiza- 
tion is qualified. Only 
donations to qualified 
organizations are tax- 
deductible. Exempt 
Organization Select 
Check, a searchable online 
database available on 
IRS.gov, lists most organi- 
zations that are qualified to 
receive deductible contri- 
butions. In addition, 
churches, synagogues, 
temples, mosques and gov- 
ernment agencies are eligi- 
ble to receive deductible 
donations, even if they are 
not listed in the database. 

For individuals, only 
taxpayers who itemize 
their deductions on Form 
1040 Schedule A can claim 
deductions for charitable 
contributions. This deduc- 
tion is not available to indi- 
viduals who choose the 
standard deduction, 
including anyone who files 
a short form (Form 1040A 


will have a tax savings 
only if the total itemized 
deductions (mortgage 
interest, charitable contn- 
butions, state and local 
taxes, etc.) exceed the stan- 
dard deduction. Use the 
2012 Form 1040 Schedule 
A to determine whether 
itemizing is better than 
claiming the standard 
deduction. 

For all donations of 
property, including cloth- 
ing and household items, 
get from the charity, if pos- 
sible, a receipt that 
includes the name of the 
charity, date of the contri- 
bution, and a reasonably- 
detailed description of the 
donated property. If a 
donation is left at a chari- 
ty’s unattended drop site, 
keep a written record of 
the donation that includes 
this information, as well as 
the fair market value of the 
property at the time of the 
donation and the method 
used to determine that 
value. Additional rules 
apply for a contribution of 
$250 or more. 

The deduction for a 
motor vehicle, boat or air- 
plane donated to charity is 
usually limited to the gross 
proceeds from its sale. 
This rule applies if the 
claimed value is more than 
$500. Form 1098-C, or a 
similar statement, must be 
provided to the donor by 
the organization and 
attached to the donor’s tax 
return. 

If the amount of a tax- 
payer’s deduction for all 
noncash contributions is 
over $500, a properly- 
completed Form 8283 
must be submitted with the 
tax return. 

And, as always it’s 
important to keep good 
records and receipts.

Early season rise 
seen in flu activity 


Flu activity is on the rise 
throughout the U.S. and 
Michigan, making this the 
earliest increase for 
December since 2003. 
According to Dr. Thomas 
Frieden, Director of the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC), the 
flu has picked up its pace 
about a month earlier than 
usual. Every flu season is 
different, but numbers nor- 
mally peak in January or 
February. 

Influenza is a serious dis- 
ease. It causes over 200,000 
hospitalizations a year and 
thousands of deaths. 
Fortunately, this year’s vac- 
cine is an “excellent” match 
for the circulating flu 
strains, according to CDC 
officials. Influenza A — 
H3N2, the strain causing 
many reported cases so far, 
is one of the three types of 
flu virus in the current 
2012-2013 vaccine. 


“thé BeSt'td0] We have to pro-” 


tect ourselves against ‘flu,” 
said Dr. James Wilson, 
Medical Director of District 
Health Department #10. 
“The vaccine is widely 
available. It’s time to get 
vaccinated, if you haven’t 
already,” 

The Health Department 
urges everyone six months 
and older to get vaccinated.

It's especially crucial for 
pregnant women, children, 
and people age 65 and 
older. Since infants under 
six months can't get the 
vaccine, their protection 
primarily depends on their 
mother's immunity. An 
infant’s protection also 
depends on keeping their 
family members and care- 
givers well. 

“The greater the number 
of people who are vaccinat- 
ed, the less severe the flu 
season will be,’ said Dr. 
Wilson. “The best thing you 
can do is create a ring of 
immunity around your fam- 
ily and your community.” 

While it’s important to 
wash your hands, cover 
your mouth when you 
cough or sneeze, and stay 
home if you’re sick, vacci- 
nation remains the best way 
to prevent flu. “So get your 
vaccine now,’ said Dr. 
Wilson. “It’s never too late 


to help prevent serious flu

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Michelson Memorial United

A new, metal roof has 
been placed on a Grayling 
landmark church to protect 
it from the elements for the 
next five generations. 

Northern Michigan Metal 
Roofing, a Roscommon- 
based company, replaced 
the roof on the Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist 
Church. 

Portions of the roof are 
between 15 and 27 years 
old, said Fred Campbell, 
chairman of the board of 
trustees for the Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist 
Church. 

A group of church mem- 
bers had a walk though the 
church earlier this year and 
noted a large amount of 
water damage throughout 
ithe entire building, 

“Basically, instead of 
doing a little patch work 
here and a little patch work 
there, it was time we had to 
do something with the entire 
roof,” Campbell said. 

Seven bids for the job 
were received from area 
roofing contractors. One 
firm was eliminated from 
consideration because it did 
not carry worker’s compen- 
sation and liability insur- 
ance, which was required 
under the church’s insur- 
ance policy. 

The cost for the entire 
project was $80,000. 

Rev. Pat Robbins, the pas- 
tor for the Michelson 
Memorial United Methodist 
Church, opted to stay on the 
higher ground and away 
from construction finances 
and specifications. 

“Thad the easy part,” 
Robbins said. “All I had to 
do is pray about it and ask 
people to financially sup- 
port it and the faithfulness 


of the congregation has" 
been able to raise money 


from within to pay for the 
roof.” 

The church upgrades have 
also included installing 
insulation and ventilation 
systems to create a more 
conformable environment in 


County urged to step up 


the building. 

Campbell said the con- 
tractors have already gone 
above and beyond the job 
for the building improve- 
ments. 

“They’ve done a bang up 
job,” he said. “They’ve 
found some things that we 
weren’t even aware of and 
they’ve corrected those 
issues and haven’t charged 
us anything extra.” 

The original “Wesleyan” 
congregation that eventually 
became the Methodist 
Church in Grayling formed 
during the period of 1878- 
1881. 

Grayling lumberman Nels 
Michelson challenged the 
members to raise money 
needed to pay off all indebt- 
edness and to build a par- 
sonage. Michelson himself 


, donated, enough money, for ::: 


the repair and’ refurbishitig 
of the church building, 
which included new carpet- 
ing, stained glass windows 
and fight fixtures. The par- 
sonage was built to the east 
of the church in 1889. 

A gift of $25,000 from 


Nels Michelson enabled the 
congregation to proceed 
with their dream of a new 
church building. The build- 
ing was erected on the site 
of the old wood church with 
that structure being attached 
to the rear of the new build- 
ing and used for Sunday 
school purposes. The new 
church was dedicated on 
Dec. 8, 1918 and renamed 


Michelson Memorial 
Methodist Episcopal 
Church in memory of 
Margrethe Jensén 


Michelson, the wife of Nels 
Michelson, who had died in 
1893, 

Five years after it was 
dedicated, the new church 
building was destroyed by a 
fire on Nov. 14, 1923. The 
cause was thought to be a 
defective furnace blower. 

Once _feain. 


living in Detroit, came to 
the aid of the Grayling 
Methodists. After being 
informed of the loss, 
Michelson wired back 
instructions to begin 
rebuilding at once. Work
